Whether the present system of 
limiting the marketing of cotton 
continues through 1939 depends 
on the verdict of the fanners of 
the 8outh in the Cottcm Market­ 
ing Referendum next Saturday, 
December 10th. It Is not the pur­ 
pose of your county agent to sug­ 
gest whether farmers vote for or 
against limited cotton marketing 
¡or any other crop. 
1 
This is a big question and out 
that effects many of our people, 
not only the farmers but other*. 
It is a question, according to the 
statement of the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Henry A. Wallace, too 
big for him to settle even though 
Congress has given him that auth­ 
ority. Therefore, the referendum 
method has been selected for the 
purpose of giving the cotton far-, 
mers an opportunity of settling 
the question themselves. And the 
Secretary of Agriculture has stat­ 
ed that until a two-thirds major­ 
ity of cotton farmer* voting In the 
referendum ask 
for marketing 
quotas, he will not declare this 
feature of the program in effect. 
The qualifications necessary fig 
entitle anyone to vote in tlie Cot­ 
ton Referendum is that he be A 
cotton fanner and produced, or 
endeavored to produce, cotton in 
1938. In Comanche County, elec­ 
tion places next Saturday will be 
Comanche, De Leon, Gustine. Sipe 
Springs. Sidney and Proctor. The 
polls will be open from 8:30 a. m. 
to 5:00 p. m. and voters may cast 
their ballot at either of these 
places by assuring the election 
committee that they have not vot­ 
ed at either of the other polls. 
Every cotton farmer qualified 
to vote under the regulations, it 
urged to go to the polls and cast 
his ballot either for or against, as 
his judgment dictates.
